“END OF DESPOTISM IS NEAR.” 


George Meredith Declares the Russian 
Grand Dukes Are the Enemies 
of Human Eind. 


‘LONDON, Jan.'27, 3 a. m.—George Mere- 
dith, the author, in the course of §n inter- 
view given to the Chronicle, expressed a 
strong conviction that. “the long reign -of 
despotism which blocks eastern Europe is 
slowly but surely coming to an end.”” 

“ The emperor is a poor, weak creature,” 
said Mr. Meredi “ We must all pity him 
in his fail. He has no wil) of his own, but 
as for the grand dukes, they’are the enemies 
of human kind. Nobody in the world will 
regret their disappearance. They are the 
real authors of the terrible events in §&t, 
Petersburg and Moscow. We know now that 
it is the bureaucracy, with the grand dukes 
at its head, that rules Russia. 

“ By meeting the petitioners the euipascr 


might have averted bloodshed and delayed 


revolution for a few years; but nothing, I 
imagine, can now prevent the early downfall 
of the government. 

“I do not think the rising will be imme- 
diately successful. The revolutionaries are 
scattered and have few leaders. The poor 
creatures cannot hope toresist the troops. If 
the latter remain loyal to their superstition, 
the revolution will be crushed now, but not 
killed. 


“Tt think events will take the following 
course: The strike will stop preparations for 
carrying on the war; the necessity of dra- 
gooning the people into submission will pre- 
vent reinforcing the army in Manchuria; 
Kouropatkin, with reinforcements and sup- 
plies cut off, will have no choice but to at- 
tempt a stroke which, I'am convinced, will 
fail; the failure will send a wave back upon 
gt. Petersburg which will overwhelm the 
emperor and the grand dukes. In that way 
the revolution will be effected.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Meredith contended that 
it is impossible that Russia can long escape 
the spirit of liberalism that has overswept 
Burope, and said: 

“The emperor's message, like himself, is 
weak. It means nothing after the appoint- 
ment of such a man as Trepoff.

UNIONS ARE 
MENACE T0 RUSSIA 


‘Workmen Over 
Together Learn Value of 


Moscow BY VITAL, 


Holy city Is Medes: of

Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—{Special. 
Though Ambassador McCormick reported to 
the state department late this afternoon that 
tranquillity prevailed today both in St. Pet- 
ersburg and Moscow, two facts of highest

‘situation in Russia:

War Brought First Concession. 

It was frequently rumored in St. Petersburg 
during my long stay that there was greater 
solidarity between the industrialists in all 
parts of European Russia than the govern- 
ment believed. Before the war, although the 
workmen had agitated for an opportunity 
to meet and’ discuss the reforms necessary 
to improve their condition without police 
supervision, the government declined to 
grant them any such privilege. It was 
feared that the nihilists and socialists would 
take advantage of the gatherings to urge 
‘the men to action hostile to the autocracy. 
In Russia there has always been govern- 
mental objection to meetings of the people 
wherein the police were not represented. 

When the war began, however, it was 
deemed expedient to grant the concessions 
and the emperor in a decree issued last March 
authorized the workmen employed in 8t. 
Petersburg factories to form societies which 
would be free from government supervision. 

The decree stated that the ‘* object of these 
gocieties was to give the men an opportunity 
, to spend their spare time in useful ways, both 
from @ moral and material point of view; 

to strengthen the sgntiment of nationality 
among the working classes, to enable men 
to acquire that independence which the gov- 
ernment considered necessary in the legal 
improvement of life and work of the mem- 
bers, and to iImitiate and develop measures 
of a beneficiary character.” 

Politics were, of course, a prohibited sub- 


ject’ of and any society was lia- 


ble to be suppressed the monient the police 
learned that ite members were discussing 


governmental reforms or-ériti¢ising the acts 
_ Of the authorities. 


Police Spies at Work. 

.In spite of the serious limitations upon free 
discussion it seemed an important conces- 
sion to themen. It was; but the bureaucracy 
did not act without full confidence that it 
would learn promptly of everything said and 
done. The men knew they were under coh- 


‘stant surveillance. They objected, and the | 


government in a proclamation published this 
morning claims that measures were being 
elaborated which would make it “ legally 
possible for the working rr to meet and 
discuss their needs.” 

The police are the eiventi of the bureau- 
cracy in keeping track of discussion at so- 
ciety meetings. A man does not know, oft- 
entimes, whether the person working with 
him at the same loom is a socialist or a gov- 
ernment spy. He finds out when he lets slip 
some revolutionary statement. If his com- 
rade be a police agent, the workman prompt- 
ly disappears. If not, there gradually de- 
velops a friendship, which is increased by 
the bond of anti-go views, 

_. How Men Defied Spies. 

The same state of affairs existed at the 
meetings which the workmen held. The 
members of the society were carefully se- 
lected, but even then it was difficult to be 
certain of the loyalty of every one. For ghe 
most part, however, the men succeeded in 
keeping secret those portions of their discus- 
sion which had a socialistic trend; and, above 
gli, they kept from the authorities their com- 
munication with the societies which were es- 
tablished in other sections of the empire, 

The socialists willingly aided in the main- 
tenance of this communication, and they also 
perfected means by which the workmen 

everywhere should be notified in case of.a 
strike at any one point. In this way was in- 
sured the solidarity of the movement, which 
would have been absolutely impossible less 
than a year ago. 

In bringing about this union between the 
industrialists of the empire the socialists 
have accomplished an important work. De- 
voting themselves to it, they had no time 
to extend their aétivities so as to provide 
arms for the men in case of a conflict with 
the authorities. It cést money to carry on 
the propaganda, and it would cost huge sums 
to furnish enough rifies and ammunition to 
conduct a war against the loyal troops. A 
conflict with the latter was foreseen, but it 
was hoped the army was so permeated with 
socialistic doctrines that it would refuse to 
fire upon revolutionists, and would even join 
them. 

This did not happen in St. Petersburg on 
Sunday last, in part because of the greater 
content with existing conditions which pre- 
vails in guard regiments; but there is less 
certainty with regard to the behavior of the 
line regiments, which are stationed at Mos- 
cow, Kovno, and at other points where the 


strikes are in progress. 


Discontent in Line Regiments. 

Industrialists have assisted in sowing ssa: | 
content among these regiments. Many of 
the hands only lator in the mills from October 
to April, when they return to the fields. Then 
they spread crude ideas of liberty among 
the peasantry and the young men which 
are drafted into the army. 

In proclaiming that every man who failed to 
return immediately to work would be sent 
back to his commune, Gen. Trepoff adopted 
@ measure which settied promptly the strike 
in Moscow a few years ago. No hardship 
is greater to the industrialist than te be com- 
pelied to go back to his okt home. Terrible 
as his condition in the city, itis mpara- 
bly better than in the country. A few years 
as a factory hand results in his picking up 
a slight education and in acquiring the 
knowledge of the rights of man, which makes 
the burden of communal duties pecuMarly 
onerous, and his relations with the more ig- 
norant mujiks decidedly irksome, and in fix- 
ing for him and his family a higher stand- 
ard of living, if it may be so termed, than 
they enjoyed. It needs a strong will and a 


} ment of the reforms for which they have

sacrificing spirit ‘to stand out when the gov- |

bie existence. It is impossible to escape 
the police if the government controls the sit-

Each Peasant Must Have Passport. 

No peasant is allowed to leave his home 
without a passport from the commune, and 
though he may never again visit it, he is re- 
quired to pay his share of the communistic 
expenses. Sometimes a village finds there 
are not enough people to fill the fields and it 
calle upon a man to return. Sometimes the 
parents of a man insist that the village shall 
refuse to extend his passport. A St. Peters- 
‘| burg mill owner’ said to me that in order to 
prevent the derangement of his business he 
found it necessary to “ see ” the police, who 
always promptly obtained a renewal of the 
péseport. 

The Russian authorities are undoubtedly 
more concerned over the spread of the St. 
Petersburg-strike to Moscow than they are 
about the development at other points, seri- 
ous as is the general movement. Moscow is | 
the holy city and it isto that place the devout 
peasantry turns its eyes. It is the custom for 
the emperor to celebrate the great religious 
festivals’ at Moscow, and not at St. Peters- 
burg, and a grave departure from the estab- 
lished rule was made last Easter, when his 
majesty failed to visit theancient capital If 
the revolutionists should gain possession of 
Moscow they would have a card of the great- 
est value. The government appreciates this 
and has taken care that there should be Cos- 
sack regiments, known to be loyal, quartered 
in thatcity. — 

Lower Wages in Moscow. 

: The situation of factory hands in Moscow 
is even more deplorable than that of the 
men employed in the St. Petersburg milis. 
For one thing, they draw less pay. ‘When I 
was told this I asked how in the world they 
were able to live. The following is a com- 
parison between the monthly wages of men 
prevailing at the two capitals: 


The cost of living is lower in Moscew than 


in St.:Petersburg, and this is the excuse for 
the smaller wages paid there. In order 
to enable the hands to exist some factory 
managers allow them to sleep beside their 
machines. This is permitted in 8t. 
Petersburg. It is unhealthy, but the men 
are too poor to pay rent and they must avail 
themselves of the privilege. If they can- 
not remain in a factory they rent rooms or 
corners of rooms in huge barracks, which 
are badly ventilated and generally insani- 
tary. No American state would permit such 
conditions for a moment. 

Just before leaving St. Petersburg I had 
an interview with M. Kokovtseff, of the min- 
istry of finance, who has joined with Gen. 
Trepoff, the military dictator, in a procia- | 
“mation to the workmen urging them to as- 


by keeping away from the agitators, and. 
assuring them that his majesty was cogni- 
gant of their necessities and had already 
taken steps to relieve them. M. Kokovtseéff | 
signed this proclamation because all matters 
in regard to labor and capital are in charge 
of the minister of finance. I suggested to 
him that the industrial class was the nucleus { 
of a revolutionary party. 

“ There will be no revolution,” he declared. 

Sure of No Revolution. 

“ The workmen are for the most part loyal. 
They have the greatest veneration for the 
emperor.” 

It was a matter of satisfaction to him that 
only one strike had occurred while he had 
been at the head of the finance department. 
This was before the great strike commenced 
last week. 

M. Kokovtseff is a strong man, but I think 
he is a better financier than a labor leader. 
He looks like a bank president, but he also is 
a student of socialistic problems. Although 
De Witte is given credit for the monopoly of 
the sale of alcohol, which was intended to 
decrease drunkenness among the peasantry 
and has actually done so, M. Kokovtaeff 
really originated this idea and arranged the 
details of the plan which was finally put into 
operation. He is anxious that the condition 
of the industrialists stall be improved, but 
he is determined that concessions which cap- 
ital might regard as unreasonable shall not 
be granted to them. 

Serious Problem for Minister. 

It is a serious problem he is considering. 
He cannot afford to scare capital away from 
Russia by granting too many reforms, es- 
pecially in regard to wages and hours, and 
yet he must save the empire from.a revolu- 
tion by meeting the wishes of themen. That 
concessions will be made cannot be doubted 
for a moment, but that they will be more 
than paper promises remains to be seen. 
The temper of the people is such, however, | 
that it is apparent that they will only be 
satisfied when they are in the actual enjoy-

New York, Jan. 26.—[Special. }]—Six indict- 
ments in the Morse-Dodge case, according 
to the best information to be had today, will 
be found by the grand jury, which now is 
|-ready to act. The men indicted, it is said, 
| will be five lawyers and one layman. Noone 
doubts the layman is Chartes Dodge. 
The indictments may be filed tomorrow, 
but, if not, the grand jury will present them 
to Judge McMahon on Tuesday. The grand 
jury has had the complicated marriage-di- 
vorce tangle under investigation the entire 
month. As soon as the Indictments are filed 
the persons named will be arrested. 


For Perjury and Conspiracy, 

The indictments, it is stated, will, 
conspiracy and subornation of perjury. All 
the six men against whom the bills will be 
presented, it is declared, have been witnesses 
before the present grand jury. Charlies W. 
Morse has not. He now is on the steamer 
Deutschland, bound for New York, and is 
expected on Sunday or Monday. 
will be a witness at the trials. 

The jury has taken a great mass of testi- 
mony and examined 100 witnesses. In addi- 
tion to Dodge, the witnesses whose testimony 
was considered important by the grand jury 
are Abe Hummel of Howe & Hummel, law- 
yers; former Justice Fursman of the defunct 
law firm of Fursman, Little & Schwartz- 
kopf; William A. Sweetser, David May, and 

Kaffenburgh, the latter two being 
members of the Howe & Hummel firm; Jolin 
, and John T. Little of the 

Furesman firm; and former Justice Ernest 
Hall, who was referee in the Dodge divorce 
annulment proceedings. 

Howe & Hummel were counsel for Dodge 
in the suit he brought to have the divorce 
obtained by his wife set aside on the ground 
he never had been served with papers. This 
was after she had married Morse. The basis 
for the annulment proceedings was a per- 
jured affidavit by Dodge—that he had not 
been served with a summons in the suit. In 
the divorce proceedings Sweetser was Mrs, 
Dodge’e counsel and Mortimer A. Ruger, 
since dead, was covnsel for Dodge. —

TO ELIMINATE SPECULATOR. 


was made to abolish the cotton speculator 
in the Southern Interstate Cotton convention 
today. 

The committee on closer relations between 
manufacturers and producers made a report 
in the interest of this elimination. The com- 
mittee said the wide fluctuations are disas- 
trous to the farmer and the manufacturer, 
making it impossible for the manufacturer to 
promulgate prices for cotton products based 
on a uniform cost of the raw staple, and for

It was recommended that a committee con- 
sisting of one cotton producer from each 
state be appointed to confer with mill men 
asking that they join with: the producers in 
a plan whereby the producer can sell his cot- 
ton direct to the manufac and thereby 
eliminate the speculator.

Will Regulate Production, 

The report of the committee on permanent 
organization provides for the creation of the 
Southern Cotton association, embracing all 
the cotten producing state and territories, to 
regulate cotten production, cotton supply, 
and finaneing, and especially cotton market- 
ing, to limit the production to the demand at 
remunerative prices, and to reduce to 4 mini- 
mum all expense of handling cotton and its 
products, 

The committee recommended Harvie Jor- 
dan for president and ©. 8. Peters for vice 
president, and provided a provisional execu- 
tive committee. The recommendation was 
adopted. 

Want Foreign Trade Enlarged. 

The following resolution was offered by 
ex-Senator McLaurin, and adopted: 

“That a special committee be appointed 
by this convention to confer with the presi- 
dent of the United States, the secretary of 
agricgiture, and the manufacturers of cot- 
ton to obtain such concerted action 
- will enlarge our trade in cotton products 

in foreign countries.” 

A resolution was adopted that the cop 
vention formulate a pian, to pool 2,000,000 
bales of the present cotton crop and retire 
the same until after Oct. 1.
